Arty time that the car Is involved In 
a collision of any kind, even If it is 
with the curb, the wheel alignment 
should be checked up. Improper align­ 
ment results not only in hindering the 
steering of the car, but In excessive 
tire wear. 
If the alignment of the wheels Is 
found to be incorrect, It may be 
altered by manipulation of the tie rod. 
This latter Is the rod which runs from 
one steering knuckle to the other, and 
which has a movable portion at either 
end. 
Hard steering is often caused 
by misalignment of the front wheels 
through an error In the toe-in. 
In most steering systems the slack 
which develops may be taken up In 
two or three different plnces. The car 
owner should find out, to begin with, 
where the wear is greatest, whether 
In the gears at the liottom of the 
posts, In the ball joints or in other 
parts. A good beginning may be made 
by gripping the tie rod and moving it 
| back and forth, thereby detecting play
